The Bardwell City Council 
met in regular session on 
March 13, 2012. The previ¬ 
ous meeting’s minutes were 
approved, and discussion 
began on the occupa¬ 
tional/payroll tax. 

The City of Bardwell was 
having issues collecting oc¬ 
cupation/payroll taxes from 
state workers in the county. 
After many hours of discus¬ 
sion on the phone, the prob¬ 
lems and issues surrounding 
the collection of those taxes 
were resolved. 

Jason Batts, attorney for the 
City of Bardwell, was on 
hand to discuss delinquent 
taxes. Some taxes’ delinquen¬ 
cies reached back to the early 
2000’s. Included in those 
delinquent tax owners are 
homeowners who had a 
house built under the HUD 
program. 

Batts advised the city that it 
was no longer necessary to 
file liens on the properties, 
and that the city should begin 
sending letters of warning be¬ 
fore ultimately foreclosing on 


the properties, a policy that 
Mayor Philip King and the 
council seemed very adept to. 
Batts told the council that 
foreclosures are a common 
practice in the City of Fulton, 
where his law firm is based 
out of. 

The sanitation department 
bill was next discussed, with 
the City of Bardwell owing 
$70,000 on their bill currently 
with a new bill this month of 
over $23,000. 

Mayor Philip King bluntly 
told the council that the solu¬ 
tions to all the problems all 
result in an increase in rates 
eventually. “If we take out a 
loan for four million dollars 
and fix the issues, rates go up. 
If we don’t fix the problem 
and ignore it, the rates will go 
up. If we allow the state to 
take over the sanitation de¬ 
partment, the rates go up,” 
King said. 

King went on further to state 
that the city could not con¬ 
tinue to take money from the 
water and gas departments to 
pay the sanitation bills. “The 
sanitation department is 
working under a tight budget 


too, and it’s tough on us all 
and we are all trying to meet 
our bills,” King said. 

The next topic of discussion 
included the Purchase Area 
Development District 

(PADD) report. In the report, 
Jeremy Buchanan of the 
PADD office gave an update 
on the water tower project. 
The water tank refurbishment 
will cost $82,600, leaving a 
little over $195,000 left on 
the grant that was given for 
the water tower. 

With that left over money the 
city will meet with Florence 
and Hutchinson and have the 
firm engineer a plan that will 
connect the water system to 
the water plant at Ken Win¬ 
ters Drive. 

Bardwell Mayor Philip King 
said that city employees will 
do as much of the work as 
possible in order to maximize 
financial resources. By doing 
this the city can use the grant 
program to pay off debts 
owed on city equipment at no 
cost to the city.

Beau Dodson Stresses Awareness to be Prepared in Severe Weather

On Monday, Southern Illi¬ 
nois Weather Observatory 
Founder Beau Dodson was at 


the Carlisle County High 
School speaking about the 
weather extremes and what 
you and your family could do 
to be better prepared for se¬ 


vere weather. 

In the past five years, 
Carlisle County has seen the 
effects of severe weather, as 
the county has felt the wrath 


of the remnants of Hurricane 
Ike, the 2009 Ice Storm and 
the April 2011 tornado that hit 
Bardwell. 

This meeting, coordinated 
by the Carlisle County Emer¬ 
gency Management Services 
and local emergency services, 
was in response to the ex¬ 
treme conditions that weather 
has brought us in the past 
years. 

Dodson told the crowd on 
hand that he thinks that some¬ 
thing is broken in the weather 
system. “Is our weather bro¬ 
ken? Hard to scientifically 
say for sure, but the weather 
in the past decade has been 
too extreme to ignore the fact 
that something is wrong,” 
Dodson said. 

Dodson cited the current 
record high temperatures that 
the county is facing this 
week. Last week alone, over 
2,200 record high tempera¬ 
tures gripped the nation. In 
2011 over 500 people were 
killed by tornadoes, the most 
ever. All of that adds up to the 
main message that Beau Dod¬ 
son was at the school to relate 
and that was to BE PRE¬ 
PARED. 

Dodson stressed multiple 
times the need of families to 
purchase a weather radio. 
“Weather radios are essential 
for families to be ready. The 
EF4 tornado that hit at 4:00 
a.m. in Harrisburg, Illinois, 
two weeks ago gave the peo¬ 
ple without weather radios lit¬ 
tle warning, if any,” Dodson 
said. Dodson said weather ra¬ 


dios cost in the neighborhood 
of $30 to $40 and can be pro¬ 
grammed to your specific 
area and to what type of 
warning you would like to re¬ 
ceive. 

Dodson also recommended 
being aware. Being aware 
means looking at the outlook 
for severe weather a week 
ahead and monitor the chang¬ 
ing situations daily. Beau said 
that the two websites he rec¬ 
ommends are The National 
Weather Service out of Padu¬ 
cah, Kentucky 

(www.crh.noaa.gov/pah), The 
National Storm Prediction 
Center 
(http://www.spc.noaa.gov/) or 
on Beau’s personal website, 
the Southern Illinois Weather 
Observatory (www.weather- 
observatory.blogspot.com). If 
you are not internet savvy you 
can always stay updated to 
you local favorite weather 
teams from WPSD, KFVS or 
WSIL. Dodson told the crowd 
that during extreme weather 
events he is in constant con¬ 
tact with the weather teams 
from these channels to keep 
abreast of the situations. 

When speaking about that 
awareness, Dodson expressed 
the urgent need for more 
storm spotters. “Storm spot¬ 
ters are in great need because 
weather observers can see 
what is happening at the radar 
level at 15 to 20,000 feet, but 
what really helps forecasters 
is eyewitness accounts of 
what is happening on the 
ground so you can stay safe 
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and people in other counties 
to your east or downwind can 
be warned,” Dodson said. 
Dodson gave out the tele¬ 
phone number 270-744-6440. 
That number is the number to 
report large hail, quarter sized 
in diameter, winds exceeding 
58 miles per hour or torna¬ 
does that are rotating in the 
sky. 

Finally, Dodson told the 
crowd that the number one 
thing for your family’s safety 
is to have a plan of action in 
the event of a storm, or tor¬ 
nado. “Practice what your 
plan will be with your kids, 
what the plan will be if you 
are at work and they are at 
home,” Dodson said. 

Dodson recommended the 
website www.ready.gov to 
help families build a plan and 
make a storm kit full of med¬ 
icines, water, food and other 
necessities. You can also con¬ 
tact the Carlisle County Ex¬ 
tension Services in Bardwell 
and they will be glad to give 
you that information as well. 

At the end of the program 
Beau Dodson held drawings 
for weather radios and atten¬ 
dees enjoyed the booths that 
were set up including repre¬ 
sentatives from the Carlisle 
County Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Office, KY Care, 
WK&T, The American Red 
Cross, the Carlisle County 
Emergency Services, and 
West Kentucky Earthworks a 
company that specializes in 
underground storm shelters.

Citizens Urged to Add Their Number to County One-Call List 
for Emergency Preparedness During Fiscal Court Meeting

The Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court met on March 19, 
2012, with the minutes of the 
previous meeting being ap¬ 
proved. 

In the ambulance report, 
Carlisle County Ambulance 
Director Wayne Floyd re¬ 
ported that everything was 
going well, and the ambu¬ 
lance service has switched to 
a different program to allevi¬ 
ate the issues of the timeli¬ 
ness that the ambulance 
service was being paid 
through Medicare. 

In the DES/Solid Waste re¬ 
port, Director Missy Row¬ 
land returned from her 
weeklong stay in tornado 
ravaged West Liberty, Ken¬ 
tucky. Rowland told the fis¬ 
cal court that the county 
should be grateful for the 
leadership and cooperation 
that we have during times of 
disaster. “Carlisle County is 
blessed to have the leaders 
and volunteers that we have 
in our emergency services. It 
will take a very long time for 
the people of West Liberty, 
Kentucky, to recover from 
this disaster,” Rowland said. 

Carlisle County Sheriff 
Steve Perry asked Rowland 
if there was anything 


Carlisle County could do to 
improve their disaster re¬ 
sponse through her experi¬ 
ences in West Liberty. 
Rowland responded that the 
most important thing is for 
the public to become more 
aware and prepared for these 
storms, receive proper warn¬ 
ing and have a plan in the 
event of an emergency. Row¬ 
land encouraged citizens to 
add their cell or land line 
phone numbers to the county 
one call system. You can 
contact the Carlisle County 
Dispatch Center at 628-5420 
and add your name to the 
system. 

In solid waste news Row¬ 
land reported that she will 
soon apply for grants for 
three more recycling trailers. 
The trailers are very similar 
to the one that the county re¬ 
ceived via a grant last year, 
that currently is in Cunning¬ 
ham behind the fire depart¬ 
ment and will be moved on a 
monthly basis between Mil- 
burn (Month of April) and 
Arlington (Month of May). 

In the jailer’s report, 
Carlisle County Jailer Ronny 
Owens reported that there 
were four inmates in the Bal¬ 
lard County Detention Cen¬ 
ter and two inmates in the 
Hickman County Correc¬ 


tional Facility. 

In the road department re¬ 
port, Kyle Poat, Project En¬ 
gineer for the Kentucky 
Department of Transporta¬ 
tion, was on hand to detail 
the roads that will be paved 
via the rural and secondary 
roads funding. 2.488 miles 
of road are slated to be resur¬ 
faced with asphalt in the up¬ 
coming months.Those roads 
include; KY408, St. Charles 
Road, from mile points 0 
(US 62) to the mile marker at 
mile point two and KY 1371, 
Harper Road. 

Carlisle County Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Greg Terry told Poat 
about CR 1628 at Scott’s 
Corner. Terry requested a 
four inch patching to the 
road to elevate the grade of 
the road so travelers would 
have a better sight line when 
accessing or crossing US 62. 
Poat said he will have engi¬ 
neers look at it and fix the 
issue. 

Carlisle County Road De¬ 
partment Supervisor Jerry 
Bowman reported that ditch¬ 
ing continues in the Kirbyton 
area and replacing culverts 
in places where it’s dry. 
Bowman said that the road 
department will look to pave 
from the bridge on Cherry 
Road (CR 1228) to US high¬ 
way 51. Bowman concluded 
his report, presented prices 
for a new truck for the road 
department, and the fiscal 
court approved the purchase 
of the new work truck. 

In the sheriff’s department 
report Carlisle County Sher¬ 
iff Steve Perry updated the 
fiscal court on the Pennyrile 
Narcotics Task Force. Annu¬ 
ally the county, along with 
the City of Bardwell ,pay a 
combined $3,000 fee to take 
part in the task force. The 
task force helps with surveil¬ 
lance and undercover work 
on drug activity in the re¬ 
gion. 

Carlisle County’s 2012 par¬ 
ticipation was in question 
due to state funding issues 
with the task force. How¬ 
ever, the state budget en¬ 
sured that the task force will 
be around for another year 
and that the task force is ac¬ 


tively working in Carlisle 
County and benefitting the 
county still. The fiscal court 
approved, paying the annual 
fee for 2012. 

In the 911 Report, Judge 
Executive Terry reported that 
911 Director Josh Glover 
was recovering nicely after 
surgery and it still could be a 
while before he is back, but 
he is progressing well 
nonetheless. 

Judge Executive Terry next 
talked about the communica¬ 
tions tower. Terry said the 
tower was having some is¬ 
sues, but coming together. 
An engineer will come in 
and consult the county on 
how to set up the responders 
on the tower so that they do 
not interfere with each 
other’s frequencies and cross 
over. 

Under new business, bids 
were opened for the Milburn 
Gym window renovation 
and Shafer Construction was 
awarded the bid for replac¬ 
ing the windows and sand¬ 
blasting and repainting the 
frames. The bid was for 
$41,030. New energy effi¬ 
cient heaters were approved 
for the gym as well. 

Obion Creek Watershed 
and Conservation District 
budgets were approved, as 
was the first reading of the 
2012-13 county budget. 
Transfers and claims were 
approved. 

In the final bit of business 
the fiscal court discussed the 
possibility of hiring a clean¬ 
ing staff for the courthouse. 
The courthouse currently 
holds a cleaning contract 
with a company and after 
discussion the fiscal court 
felt that with the money that 
is being paid to the cleaning 
service they could hire two 
people to have on-site clean¬ 
ing services during and after 
court hours. The Kentucky 
Administrative Office of 
Courts allots a certain 
amount of money each year 
for the cleaning of the court¬ 
house each year and the 
salaries for the two employ¬ 
ees would come from those 
funds.

As I type this column, it is 
Sunday afternoon, March 18, 
2012. Last year at this time, 
things were vastly differ¬ 
ent...however, in a short period 


of time, my best 
friend, Annie Moore, 
committed suicide, 
and I witnessed this 
tragedy, which hap¬ 
pened at 1:45 am, Sat¬ 
urday, March 26. It 
was one of the most 
traumatic things I 
have ever seen, how¬ 
ever, with the encour¬ 
agement and prayers 
of you, my dear 
friends, I have man¬ 
aged to survive. 
Memories of another 
tragedy in my family 
came back to me. For, 
as I was watching 
WPSD-tv Channel 6 
news on Dec. 9, 1981, 
the news came across 
of a ’’double murder and sui¬ 
cide in Paducah.” Having liv¬ 
ing in Paducah and 
McCracken County most of 
my youth, I wondered if I 
knew the family. Later, when 
the full details were related, I 


was shocked, for it was my 
cousin, James Boyd Hayden, 
who had fatally shot his 
Mother, Pauline Lowe (my 
Aunt Polly), and her brother- 
in-law, Preston Lowe, who 
were watching television. 
Boyd then called his brother 
and told him what he had done 
and that he was going to kill 
himself. His brother begged 
him not to do so, however, 
Boyd just laid the phone down 
without hanging up and shot 
himself. His brother heard the 
gunshot, and contacted the 
Paduah Police. 

Last year, at this time, Annie 
was still alive... Bar dwell had 
not been hit by the tornado of 
April 23. Tragedy is a part of 
our lives, and with the encour¬ 
agement of friends and family, 
and strenth from God, we sur¬ 
vive. 

So, in conclusion, thank you 
for your prayers, your encour¬ 
agement, and your friendship.

April 11 Deadline to File and Pay 2011 Income Taxes 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (March 
19, 2012) - The Kentucky 
Department Revenue (DOR) 
reminds taxpayers that they 
will have a few additional 
days to file their taxes this 
year. 

The 2012 deadline is Tues¬ 
day, April 17, due to Emanci¬ 
pation Day, a holiday 
observed in the District of 
Columbia, which falls on 
Monday, April 16. By law, 
District of Columbia holidays 
affect tax deadlines in the 
same way that federal holi¬ 
days do; therefore, all taxpay¬ 
ers will have two extra days 
to file or pay any taxes due 
this year. 

All valid six-month exten¬ 
sions filed on or before April 
17,2011, will likewise extend 
the due date for filing a 2011 
calendar year income tax re¬ 


turn to Oct.15, 2012. 

DOR encourages taxpayers 
and tax professionals to take 
advantage of convenient, safe 
electronic filing. 

Since the beginning of the 
current tax season, over one 
million Kentuckians have al¬ 
ready filed individual tax re¬ 
turns. Approximately 89 
percent of those were filed 
electronically. The average 
time for a refund to be issued 
on filed paper returns is four 
to six weeks. A refund request 
from an electronically filed 
return, however, is issued 
within seven to 10 days. 

Additionally, taxpayers who 
owe with their returns and file 
electronically can request the 
additional tax due be auto¬ 
matically debited from their 
bank. Taxpayers can opt to 
have the tax due debited up to 


April 17 and avoid interest. 

More than 1 million Ken¬ 
tucky taxpayers may be eligi¬ 
ble to prepare and file their 
taxes electronically at no cost 
thanks to a public-private 
partnership called the Free 
File Alliance. To find out if 
you qualify, visit www.rev- 
enue.ky.gov.

Carlisle County High Participates 
in Mock Trial Competition 



FRANKFORT, Ky., March 
19, 2012 - For the second 
consecutive year, Carlisle 
County High School partici¬ 
pated in the Kentucky High 
School Mock Trial Tourna¬ 
ment on March 15th and 16th 
in Fouisville, Kentucky. 

Thirty-one teams represent¬ 
ing 27 Kentucky high schools 
competed in the state tourna¬ 
ment. In the weeks leading up 
to the tournament the students 
were coached by Carlisle 
County teacher Miranda Wil¬ 
son, Gifted and Talented Co¬ 
ordinator at Carlisle County 
Schools, Brenda Mahan, At¬ 
torney, Bryan Wilson from 
Neely, Brien and Wilson Faw 
Firm in Mayfield, and Parent 
Volunteer, Sonya Rambo. 

Students argued the case of 
Commonwealth of Kentucky 
v. Morgan Smith for the com¬ 
petition. In the fictional case, 
retired Robbinsville police of¬ 
ficer Morgan Smith is on trial 
for the murder of Christy 
Rose, who was a dispatcher 


for the police department 
when Smith was an officer. 
District Judge Earl-Ray Neal, 
who serves Clark and Madi¬ 
son counties, wrote the com¬ 
petition case. The Carlisle 
County team participated in 
four rounds of competition. 

Carlisle County High 
School was one of only three 
teams from Western Ken¬ 
tucky who competed in the 
competition, as Hickman 
County High School in Clin¬ 
ton, Tilghman High School in 
Paducah and St. Mary High 
School from Paducah were 
the others. In all over 400 stu¬ 
dents participated in the tour¬ 
nament. 

“It’s always a thrill to watch 
the students bring the case to 
life during the annual compe¬ 
tition,” said Patrick Yewell, 
executive officer of the De¬ 
partment of Family and Juve¬ 
nile Services at the 
Administrative Office of the 
Courts. “This year’s case pre¬ 
sented a familiar story with a 


tragic ending. Domestic vio¬ 
lence is a major social prob¬ 
lem in our state and nation. I 
appreciate Judge Neal for 
giving us this important case 
topic and the students for 
their efforts in arguing the 
case. I’m also thankful for our 
judges, attorneys and law stu¬ 
dents who volunteered their 
time to serve as tournament 
judges.” 

During the tournament, each 
team is assigned the role of 
the prosecution and the de¬ 
fense at least once. Team 
members also portray other 
individuals in the case, such 
as witnesses. Teams argue the 
case with a different team in 
each of the competition 
rounds. 

Judges score the teams in 
each round and the scores are 
totaled to determine the win¬ 
ner. The teams learn their 
scores after the last round of 
trials. Court of Appeals 
judges, circuit and district 
judges, attorneys and law stu¬ 


dents judge the competition. 
Carlisle County Circuit Court 
Judge Tim Fangford was one 
of the judges that helped pre¬ 
side over the mock trials. 

Since its inception in 1983, 
more than 12,000 students, 
1,500 judges and 3,000 attor¬ 
neys have taken part in the 
Kentucky Mock Trial pro¬ 
gram. It is one of the many 
law-related education pro¬ 
grams the Kentucky Court of 
Justice offers for youth. The 
Administrative Office of the 
Courts in Frankfort adminis¬ 
ters the program. 

The Administrative Office of 
the Courts is the operations 
arm for the state court system 
and supports the activities of 
nearly 3,300 court system 
employees and 403 elected 
justices, judges and circuit 
court clerks. As the fiscal 
agent for the state court sys¬ 
tem, the AOC executes the 
Judicial Branch budget.

A recent Ken¬ 
tucky Health Issues Poll 
(KHIP) identified that 32% of 
Kentucky residents have a 
friend or family member who 
has experienced problems as 
a result of abusing prescrip¬ 
tion pain relievers. That per¬

young adults age 18 to 29. In 
addition a report released by 
REACH of Kentucky, states 
from 1999 to 2008, drug 
overdose deaths increased 
260%. That represents a 26% 
annual increase in Kentucky 
compared to 10% nationally. 
Kentucky has higher rates of 
prescription drug abuse than 
the nation for all age groups. 

Individuals who have 
abused prescription medica¬ 


tions have reported getting 
them from friends and fam¬ 
ily’s homes. Community 
members can help by dispos¬ 
ing of unused and unwanted 
prescription medications at 
the Sheriff’s office Take-Back 
box. Also be sure to secure 
and count your prescription 
medications and do not share 
them with others.

Senator Ken Winters ’ 
Frankfort Report 



FRANKFORT - We are en¬ 
tering the home-stretch of the 
2012 General Assembly with 
the attendant rush of bills as 
legislators feel the urgency of 
the dwindling days. The Sen¬ 
ate had a very full week with 
legislation, committee meet¬ 
ings, and we received the 
budget proposal from the 
House as well as the state’s 
road plan. Visits from groups 
ranging from the AARP to 4H 
also came to the capitol to see 
their legislator and press for 
their causes. 

Let’s look at the legislation. 
Senate Bill 158, the Religious 
Freedom Act, is a constitu¬ 
tional amendment that will 
protect religious freedom 
from an overbearing govern¬ 
ment. If approved by the 
House of Representatives and 
not vetoed by the Governor, 
Kentuckians will have the op¬ 
portunity to vote on whether 
or not the government has the 
right to infringe on religious 
beliefs except in a case of a 
compelling government inter¬ 
est and only then, using the 
least burdensome means. 
Courts would have more am¬ 
munition in favor of religion 
in the cases of, for example, 
the jailing of Amish who re¬ 
fused to highlight their bug¬ 


gies and people in 
Bell County who 
wanted to pray be¬ 
fore football games. 
SB 158 takes us 
back to a traditional, 
more reasonable, 
standard. 

When the Gover¬ 
nor issues adminis¬ 
trative regulations to 
implement laws, the 
regulations are re¬ 
viewed by the Sen¬ 
ate through the 
Administrative Reg¬ 
ulations Review 
Subcommittee. The 
House has a similar 
committee. How¬ 
ever, the problem with the 
current system is that even if 
the committee does not ap¬ 
prove the regulation, the Gov¬ 
ernor and his agencies can 
still implement it. Senate Bill 
10 makes sure that your duly- 
elected representative or sen¬ 
ator who know and are a part 
of your communities have a 
say on what can be very bur¬ 
densome rules. 

As administrative regula¬ 
tions can outlive their useful¬ 
ness, so also can boards and 
commissions. Boards and 
commissions are smaller gov¬ 
ernment entities that the Gov¬ 
ernor appoints. Many are 
obviously important such as 
the Public Service Commis¬ 
sion that regulates utility rates 
or the Parole Board. There are 
others, however, that may be 
holding on - and costing tax- 
dollars - often because they 
have such a low profile. A 
comprehensive look is 
needed to evaluate what Ken¬ 
tucky can afford to have and 
what we can afford to do 
without. Senate Bill 8 sunsets 
all boards and commissions 
180 days after the end of a 
governor’s term. This offers a 
brand new opportunity every 
four years to review the value 


of each board and commis¬ 
sion. 

Diabetes is one of the lead¬ 
ing chronic diseases in Ken¬ 
tucky. While there are many 
dedicated medical profession¬ 
als who can assist those with 
diabetes to manage the dis¬ 
ease, there also happens to be 
those who want to take ad¬ 
vantage of the situation. Sen¬ 
ate Bill 198 establishes 
minimal quality standards by 
directing that diabetes educa¬ 
tors be certified. Families 
confronting the disease have 
enough to worry about. They 
should have the peace of 
mind to know they are re¬ 
ceiving correct information 
from a knowledgeable 
source. 

Finally, Senate Bill 110 in¬ 
vites the community to use 
our local schools for non¬ 
school activities such as book 
clubs or intramural sports 
during non-school hours 
while protecting school dis¬ 
trict employees from unrea¬ 
sonable lawsuits. It is 
unfortunate in our sometimes 
lawsuit-happy, that many 
school districts are nervous 
about opening their facilities 
to neighborhood groups. SB 
110 will help relieve some of 
that an anxiety while at the 
same time encouraging com¬ 
munity unity and healthy 
families through artistic, 
civic, literary and other activ¬ 
ities in addition to the recre¬ 
ational and sports usage.

The Commonwealth ranks near the bottom of states in the 
percentage of households using broadband connections and 43rd for speed 
availability. 

To help Kentucky’s families, schools, and businesses successfully compete 
and thrive in today’s global economy, improving broadband access and use is a 
priority in our state’s strategic economic development plan.
